CASE GOES TO 

HIGHEST COURT 

When Attorney Beaubieh appeared 
before'the appellate court he was greet- 
ed with thequestion. "You expect to 
appeal the Westerfield decision, do you 
not?" ' 

The ^Vaukegan lawyer assured the 
court that 'such was his intention and 
as result, the case will be brought be- 
fore the highest law tribunal in . the 
state for review by the justices of the 
supreme court. This action means tha'' 
it will be at least two years before 
there is definite knowledge whether the 
county or Westerfield owns 'the $7,500 
interest upon the people's funds. It is 
rare that the supreme justices review 
any case within three years, from the 
time it is appealed. 

In the meantime the money will con- 
tinue. to be kept in Westerfield's pos- 
session. 





Both sides of this case are eager that 
it shall be reviewed by- the highest 
court. Mr. Westerfield hopes ■ for a 
reversal of the lower court's decision, 
and the court and lawyers of the state 
desire to abtain a decision that can bo 
used as a precedent in similfir cases. 
At present there is no supreme court 
decision upon the mooted point which 
the action of R. J. Dady, in winning 
the case agqinst Mr. Westerfield, has 
raised.

$5,000,000,000 and the |2,000,000,UUU 
this country and Argentina respec- 
tively owe Great Britain; but he has 
long slnco change bis tune. England 
and Franco are In a position of pecu- 
liar flnanclal distress, Albert W. At- 
wood asserts In the Saturday Evening 
Post. Thoy are buying war equipment 
In this country on a gigantic scale. 
They are exporting practically nothing 
to this country, and their Inhabitants 
will not or cannot sell American se- 
curities back to America. They irt?e 
nothing to pay with but gold, and tl|-^y 
cannot afford to loso gold. 

France Is In an even 'more embar- 
rassing position. She has gone mad 
for years over epargnes — savings. 
The average Frenchman would rather 
go without olothes and food at the 
present momenf than sell his Ameri- 
can Eccurltlos at a loss. A friend of 
mine In New York recently received a 
letter from a French banker in which 
It was said that only one thing gave 
his cllcnta une grande quietude at the 
projient moment, and that was their 
holdings of American stocks and 
bonds. 

Wherever you go m France toda> 
you will flnd American Investments 
held Intact; for the Frenchman will 
tell you that If he sells others will do 
.the same, and that would put down 
tho price of American securities — 
"which would never do."

cliff dwelling. To thia they gave tho 
name of Spruce Troo Hrtuae. from a 
groat spruce that Jutted forth from 
tho ruins. t/ 

"During tho courae of years Richard 
and Alfred WotherlU havo explored 
the meaa and Ita canyona In all dl- 
roctionB. Thoy havo thua gained a 
more thorough knowledge of Us rulna 
than anyone. Together with their 
brothers. John. Clayton and Wynn. 
thoy have alBo carried out oxcavationa 
during which a number of extremely 
Interesting flnda have been mado" 
UIko Great Apartment House. 
Spruce Tree house Has ,a .diBtlnct 
likencaa to a gigantic hotorbuilt In a' 
ca^o with a croacent-ahaped roof, the 
floor of tho cavo being fifty foot above 
the bottom of the canyon and the roof 
olKhty foot high. Its total length la 
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nearly a city block. The architecture 
la perfect, tho stones are polished to 
marble smoothness and every stone 
Joins ita neighbor with exactness. 

Tho walls are hollow and filled 
with tiny rooms, from which doors 
open Into the main court. So far no 
doors liavo been found through this 
outer wall, and it la supposed that en- 
trance either was mado from the top 
hy way of ladders or through a tunnel 
down under the walls. i 

Inclosed In the walls are circular 
atone rooma. called klvaa. aupposcd to 
havo been meeting places for tho men. 
I rohably twenty such rooms aro In- 
cluded In the main court. ) 

Pottery of exceptlonolly boautlfid 
design and workmanahlp has been 
found In the Interior of tho walls, 
t-xcavation has not progressed far 
enough down to reveal other examples 
of the craft of tho extinct clifl-dwoll. 
Ing tribes. 

Tho finger prints of tho women, who 
evidently laid the atonea.' aro In the 
clay between the stones. • 

No Inscrlptlona havo been found, al- 
though several of the stones bear trl- 
angular designs and other marklnga. 

The discovery pf tho "castle^' opens 
ngaIn|tIio question of whether the toll- 
Ing hordes of tho "cliff dwellers" were 
c warlike race. No reason can be giv 
on i:or tho erection of this pretentious 
work except that It was Intended aa 
a refuge in time of war. No warliko 
wonpona, however, have been dlacov- 
ored In tho ruin. Their energloa aeom

Its present strength of 6.023 officers and 
102,935 onllated men of alt aervlces to a 
strength of 7,138 offlcora and 134,707 en- 
listed men, or Hl,8«, all told, all serv- 
ices, rank and file, by the addition of B^ 
companies of coast artillery. 15 com- 
panies of engineers, ten regiments of In- 
fantry, four regiments of field artillery, 
and four nero squadrons, besides 7M ofTl- 
cers required for a greet variety of extra 
service, especially the all-Important duty 
of training the citizen force of which I 
shnll presently apeak, 702 non-commls- 
sloned ufllcers for service in drill, recruit- 
ing and tho like, and tho necessary quota 
of enlisted men for, the quartermaster 
corps, the hoapltal corps, tho ordnance 
depiirtment and other similar auxiliary 
aervlces. These are tho additions neces- 
sary to render tho army adequate for Its 
present duties, dutlcH which It has to 
perform not only upon our own conti- 
nental coostM and borders and at our In- 
terior army posts, but alao In the Phil- 
ippines, In the Hawaiian Islands, ut the 
Isthmus, and In Porto Rico. 

Force of Trained Cltlzena. 

By way of making tho country ready 
to assert aomo part of Its real power 
promptly ar.cl upon a .larger scale, should 
occaalon arise, the plon also contemplates 
Bupp]empnllng|_the army by a force of 
iOO.tm dlBclplIncd citizens, rnlscd In Incre- 
ments of 133,000 a year throughout a pe- 
riod of three years. This It Ih proposed 
to do' by a procoss of epllBtment under 
which /the serviceable men of ilie coun- 
try would be ORked to hind themselves to 
BcrVG with the colors for purpost's of 
training for short i)erlod8 throughout 
three years, and to come to tho colors 
at coll at any time throughout an addi- 
tional "furlough" period of three years. 
Thla force of 400,000 men would ho pro- 
vided with personal accoutrements aa fast 
"H unlisted and their equipment for thn 
fleld made ready to bo supplied at any 
lime. They would bo asaemblod for train- 
ing nt stated Intervals at convenient 
places In association with suitable unlla 
of UiB regular army. Their period of 
annual training would not necessarily ex- 
coed' two montha In tho year. 

It would depend upon the patriotic feel- 
ing of tho younger men of the country 
whether thpy responded to such a coll 
to aervlco or not. It would depend upon 
Iho patrlotlD spirit of the employers of 
tho country whether they made It posal- 
blo for the younger men In their em- 
ploy to respond under -favorable condi- 
tions or not. I. ,for one, do not doubt 
the patriotic devotion either of our young 
men or of those who give them employ- 
ment—those for whose beneflt and protec- 
tion they -Would In fact enhst I would 
look fnrwnnl to the success of such an 
experiment with entire confldence. 

At least Bo much by way of prepara- 
tion for defense aeems to me to 1)0 ab- 
solutely Imperative now. Wo cannot do 
less. 

Program for the Navy. 

The program to be laid before you con- 
templates the construction within five 
yeara of 10 battleships, C battio cruls- 
era. 10 scout crulaera. CO destroyers, 15 
Hcot submarines, 85 coast submarines,' 
four Kunboata,' ono hospital ship, two 
ammunition ships, two fuel-oil ships and 
One repair ship. It Is proposed that of 
this nun^ber wo shall tho nrst year pro- 
vide for the construction of two battle- 
ihipa, two battle crulaera, three scout 
crulaera, 16 destroyers, five Iloet aubma- 
rinoa, 2:,coaat aubmarlnes, two gunboats, 
flnd ono hospital ship: the second year, 
two bnltleshlpa, ono scout cruiser, ton 
destroyers, four fleet aubmarlnes, 15 coast 
subnmrlnea, one gunboat, and ono fuel- 
oil ship; the third year.^-ftvp bottlcshlps, 
one battle cruiser, tyo'scout&ruiflers, flve 
destroyers, two lleift submarines, and 15 
f°?f,VS?^'"^'^''j£i>^ the fourth year, two 
•'atlle^hlpsj^^^j^ battle cruisers, two 
aci\liSMjlscrs, \en destroyers, two fleet 
BUbMp-lnes, 15 coast aubmarlr^ea. one am- 
mur fon ship, and ono fuel-oil ahip; and 
tho fifth year, two battlcshlpa, one battle 
crulMr, two scout cruisers, ten destroy- 
erB, ytW'o Meet submarines, 15 coast subma- 
rlneji, ono gunboat, one ammunition ship 
and/one repair ship. 

TEo secretary of the navy Is nsking 
also ^r the Immediate addition to the 
personnel of tho na\*y of 7,500 sailors, 
Z,5C0 apprentice aenmon. and 1,500 marines 
This Increase would be aufllclent to care 
for tho ships which ore to bo completed 
within, ttio fiscal year 1317 and alao for 
tho nupibcr of men which must be put In 
training to man the shlpa which will bo 
completed early In 191S. It la also necea- 
sary that the number of midshipmen nt 
tho navol academy at Annapolis should 
be Increased by at leaat 300 In order that 
tho force of ofllcora ahould be more rap- 
Idly added to: und authority la asked to 
appoint for engineering duties only, ap- 
proved graduates of engineering collogcs, 
and for service In tho aviation" corps a 
certain number of men taken from civil 
life. 

If this full program ahould be carried 
out we should liavo' built or building In 
yjn. according to the catlnmtea of surviv- 
al and stnndarda of clasalflcatlon followed 
by tho general board of the department, 
im effectlvo navy conslatlng of LTlmltlft- 
ahlps of the first line, six battio crulaera, 
25 Imttleablps of tho second lino, ten ar- 
mored crulaera, 13 scout crulaera, live 
Ilrst-clOBs crulaers. three second-eloaa 
cruisers, ton third-class crulaera,, lOS de- 
troyers, IS Ilet-t submarines, 157 coast sub- 
marines, si.N monilnra, 20 gunboats, four 
supply ahlpa, 16 fuel ships, four trans- 
ports, throo tenders to torpedo vessels, 
eight vessels of special types, and two 
ammunition ships. This would bo a navy 
fitted to our needs and worthy of our 
tradltlona. 

Trade and Shipping. 
But armies and Instruments of war arc 
only part of what hns to bo considered 
If we are to consider tlie supremo matter 
of natlurml self-Bufllclcncy and security 
In ail ua aspects. There aro other groat 
matters which will bo thrust upon our at- 
tention whether wo will or not. There 
Is, for example, a very pressing question 
of trade and Bhipping Involved In this 
great problem of national adequacy. It 
la necessary for many weighty reasons of 

women grown far Into tho years, for 
example, and yet who have maintained 
their communion of dreams and con- 
ildences. unbroUen and unspoiled. 
There la littlo more refroahing to con- 
template tlinn friendships between 
middlo-nged-or old men that have ex- 
isted in strength and harmony from 
boyhood days. Other friendships have 
Iheao folks of tho passing gonorallon, 
some of them true, some of them 
tried, but none of thomaa, richly re- 
garded and highly troaaured as the 
old ouoB. For neceflsarlly thorQ.ora 




national emclency and development that 
wfl, should have a great merchant ma- 
rine. The great merchant fleet we onco 
uarad to ranko us rich, that great body of 
sturdy nallora who uaed to carry our flag 
Into every sea, and who were the prldo 
and often tho bulwark of ibo nation, wo 
hayo almost driven out of exlatence by 
Inerxcuaahlo neglect and Indirferenco and 
by' a hopelessly blind and provincial- pol- 
cy of so-called economic protection. It 
Is high time we repaired our mlstal^e and 
roFiumed our commercial Independence on 
tlio seas. 

For It I.H a question of Independence. 
If jother nations go to war or aoek to 
hamper each other^s commerce, our mer- 
chants. It seems, nro at their mercy. 

ill ^^*^'' *^ *^°^ please. Wo must uao 
timir ships, and uao them as they deter- 
mine. Wo have not shlpa enough of our 
own. We cannot handle our own com- 
merce on the seas. Our Independence Is 
prtjivlnclal, and Is only on land and with- 
in I our own borders. We are not likely 
to bo permitted to use even the ships of 
other nations In rivalry of their own 
tri^de, and are without means to extend 
oui: commerce even where the doors are 
wide open und our goods desired. Such 
a Hituatlon Is not to bo endured. It la- 
oficapital Importance not only that tho 
united States should bo Its own carrier 
on the seas and onjoy tho economic In- 
dependence which only an adequate mer- 
chant inarino would give It, but also that 
thf| American 'hemisphere as a whole 
should enjoy a like independence and self- 
pufnclency, If It la not to be drawn Into 
thf; tangle of 13uropean affairs. Without 
such Independence the whole question of 
our political unity and self-determination 
Is very seriously clouded and complicated 
Indred. 

Moreover, wo can develop no true or ef- 
fective American policy without ships of 
our own— not ships of war, but ships of 
poojce, carr>-lng goods and carrying much 
more: creating friendships and render- 
ing' Indlaponsuble services to all intercals 
on, this aide of the water. Tliey must 
mo,vo constantly back and forth between 
the Amerlciuj. They are the only shuttles 
tliia can weave the delicate fabric of 
aynipathy, comprehension, conflilonco and 
mutual dependence In which wo clotho 
our policy of America for Americans. 
Ships Are Needed. 
With a view to meeting those 'pres-slng 
neceasltles of our commerce and availing 
ourselves at tho earliest possible moment 
of tho present'unparalleled opportunity of 
Unking the two Americas togothor In 
l)onds-of mutual Interest and service, an 
opifortunlty which may never return 
again If we miss It. now. proposals will 
bo made to tho present congress for the 
purrchaso or construction of ships to "bo 
ow'^cd and directed by the government 
alrrillar to those made to the last cnn- 
grcsH, but modihed In some essential par- 
ticulars. I recommend these proposals 
to you for your prompt acceptance with 
the more confldence hocauso every month 
that has elapsed since tho former pro- 
posals were made has made tho necessity 
for Buch action more and more mani- 
festly Imperative. 

I Question of Finance. 

Tho plana for tho armed forces of tho 
nation which I havo outlined, and for 
tho general policy of adequate prepara- 
tion for mobilization and defenao. In- 
volve of course very largo additional ex- 
pendltiirea of money— expenditures which 
will considerably exceed the eatlmated 
revjenuea of the governmenL It Is made 
my, duty by law, whenever the estimates 
of expenditure exceed the estimates of 
revenue to call the attention of the con- 
gress to tho fact and suggest any means, 
of meeting tho dcflclency that It may be 
wli^e or possible for mo to auggcat. 1 am 
ready to bellevo that It would bo my duty 
to do ao In any caBo; and I feel partlcu- 
larjly bound to speak of tho matter when 
It appears that the deficiency will arlao 
dlrlictly out of tho adoption by the con- 
grCHS of measures which I myself urgo 
It |to adopt. Allow mo. therefore, to 
speak briefly of tbo preaont state of tho 
treasury and of the fiscal problems 
which the next year will probably dis- 
ci one. 

On the thirtieth of June last there was 
an available balance In tho general fund 
of tho treaaury of 1104,170,105.75. Tho to- 
tal eatlmated receipts for' tho year 1910. 
on I the assumption that tho emergency 
revenue measure paased by tho last con- 
gress will not be extended beyond Its 
proWnt limit, the thirty-first of Decem- 
ber, 1015, and that the present duty of 
onc| cent per pound on sugar will bo dis- 
continued after tho flrat of May, 1916, 
Willi bo JC70,3G.';,500. Tho balance of Juno 
laat: and these estimated revenues come, 
theireforc, to a grand total of J774,53S,C05.78. 
Thei total estimated dlsburaemcnta for the 
proiSent flscnl year. Including $25,000,000 
for tho Panama canal, $12,000,000 for prob- 
able deficiency approprlntlona and t&j,- 
(00 , for mIscellaneouB debt redemptions, 
will bo J753,R91,000; and tho balance In the 
general fund of tho treaaury will be re- 
duced to $20.C44.COo.78. Tho emergency 
reveniie'ftcl. If continued beyond Its pres- 
ent^ time limitation, would produce, dur- 
ing the half year then remaining, about 
forty-one mlllloDB. Tho duty of one cent 
per, pound on sugar. If continued, would 
produce during tho two months oC tho 
fiscal year remaining after tho first of 
Majf, about flfteon mllllona. These two 
sums, amounting together to J56.O0O,OO0. 
If added to the revenues of the second 
halll of the fiscal year, would yield tho 
treasury at the end of the year an avail- 
able balance of $ifl,G44,Cffi;.78. 

T|m additional revenues required to 
-lari'y out the program of military and 
naval preparation of which I have spok- 
en, I would, as at present C3tlmate<l, be 
fori tho flBcal year 1917, $93,500,000. Those 
flgurea. taken with the figures for tho 
protient fiscal year which I havo already 
givtin. dlacloHo our financial problem for 
thoivear 1917. 

How shall we obtain the new revenue? 
It seems to me a clear dlctnto of pru- 
dent atatcamanshlp and -frank finance 
that! In what wo aro now. I hope, almut 
to undertake we should pay as wo go. 
The people of tho country are entitled to 
know Just what hurdens of taxation they 
aro to carry, and to know from tho outset, 
now. The new bills ahould be paid" by In- 
ternal taxation. 

Toi what sources, then, shall wo turn? 
Wo would be following an almost unl- 
vert^al example of modern govcrnmenta 
If xye were to draw the greater part or 
oven tho whole of tho revenues wo need 
frorh tho Income taxes. By somewhat 
lowering the present limits of exemption 
and the flguro at which tho surtax shall 
begin to be Imposed, and by Increasing, 
step by step throughout tho preaont grad- 
uatlpn, the surtax Itself, tho Income taxoa 
na at present apportioned would yield 
sums Eufllclont to balance tho books of 
tho jlreaaury at the end of tho tlacal year 
1!1I7 I without anywhere making tho bur- 
den | unreasonably or oppresaiv'oiy heavy. 
The precise reckonings are" fully and ac- 
curately Met out In the repfirt of the sec- 
retary of the treaaury, which will bo Im- 
mediately laid before you." ■ 
And there uro many additional sotircea 

mni^y thlnss that occur In a lifetime 
whli;h Jar or dlsturb-us, which give a 
different turn to our taatcs and dlapo- 
sltiQU, which introduce changing elo- 
monls and predilections Into tho prob- 
lema of the day— and tlmoa of the 
l}rcscnt and future can never be the 
same aa in the long ago. Yet the old 
frleinds remain, possibly not iu the 
samjO neighborhood or community, 
nor In the samu part of the country. 
Butj they are- over withlu tho. boun- 
daries of our spiritual vialon and thoy 
are enaUrlnca in the souctuory of tbo 



of revenue which can Justly bo resorted 
lo without hampering th» Industries of 
the country or putting any too great 
charge upon Individual oxpendlture. A 
one p'T cent lax per gallon on gasoUno 
nnd napthtt would yield; at the' present 
eatlmated production, ?10,000,000, a tax of 
W cents per horsepower on auloinobllea 
and Internal explosion engines, JIE.OOO.OOO; 
a stamp tax on bank checks, probably 
tlfi.(W.Gi)0: a tox of 25 cents per toh on 
pig Iron, $10,000,000; a tax of 50 cents per 
ton on fabricated Iron and atoel, 'proba- 
hly 110,000,000. In a country of great In- 
dUHtrles like thla It ought to ho easy to 
dlHirlhuto the burdens of taxation with- 
out making them anywhere boar too 
iieavlly or loo exclusively upon any one 
sot of persona or undertakings. What Is 
clear la, that the Industry of this gener- 
ation should pay the bills of this genera- 
tion. 

TiiB Danger Within. 

I have spoken to you (odny, gentlemen, 
upon a single theme, the thorough prep- 
aration of the nation lo caru for Its 
own security and to malie Buro of entire 
freedom to piny the Impartial role In this 
hemisphere and In tho world whlcli we 
all believe (o have boon providentially 
assigned to ft I have had In mind no 
thought of any Immediate or particular 
danger arising out of our relations with 
other nations. We are at peace with all 
tho nations of the world, nnd there la 
reason to hope that no question In con- 
troversy between this and other govern- 
ments will leod to any serious breach of 
amicable relations, grave aa some differ- 
ences of attitude and policy liave*l>eyn 
and may yet turn out to be. I am sorry 
to say that the gravest thronta against 
our national peace and aufely have been 
uttered wlihin our own borders. There ure 
citizens of the United Statea, I bluah to 
admit, born under other Hags but Wflcomod 
under our gencroua naturallzatloo laws 
to the full freedom and opportunity of 
America, who have poured the polaon of 
disloyalty Into the very arteries of mir 
national life: who have sought to bring 
the authority and good name of our gov- 
ornment into contempt, to destroy our In- 
duairloB wherever they thought It cfTec- 
llve for their vindictive purpoaes to strike 
at them, and to dobnso our politics to tlie 
uses of foreign Intrigue. Their numl)*;r 
Is not groat as compared with the whole 
number of those sturdy hosts by which 
our nation has been enriched In recent 
generations out of virile foreign atoclca: 
but It Is great enough to have brought 
deep disgrace upon us and to liavo made 
It necessary that wo should promptly 
.mako use of procos-Hos of law by which 
wo may bo purged of their corrupt dia- 
lompers, America never wltni-aaod any- 
thing llko this before. It never dreamed 
It possible that men sworn Into Its own 
citizenship, men drawn out of great free 
stocks such na supplied some of the beat 
and strongest elements of that little, but 
how heroic, nation that In a high day of old 
staked Ita very life to free Itself from 
every entanglement that had darkened 
the fortunes of the older nationa nnd set 
up a new standard here— that men of such 
orlelna and such free choices of allegi- 
ance would ever turn In malign reaction 
against tho government' and people who 
hud welcomed and nurtured them and 
aeek to make this proud country onco 
more a hotbed of European passion. A 
little while ago such a thing would, have 
■aeemed Incredible. Because It -was In- 
credible wo made no preparation for IL 
We would have been almost ashamed to 
prepare for It, as If wo were su-^plclous 
of ouraclvea, our own comrades and 
neighbors! But tho ugly and Incredlldo 
has actually come about and we aro with- 
out adequate federal laws to deal with 
IL I urge you to enact such laws at 
tho earliest possible moment and feel that 
in ao^doing I am urging you to do noth- 
ing, leas than save tho honor and self- 
respect of the nation. 

:. Must Be Crushed Out. 

Such creatures of passIoM, disloyalty 
and anarchy must be crushed out. They 
are not many, but they are Inflnltely ma- 
lignant, and the hand of our power ahould 
close over them at once. Thoy havo 
formed plots to destroy property, they 
have entered Into conaplraclea ugnlnst the 
neutrality of tho government, they have 
Bought to pry Into every confidential 
transaction of tlio government in order 
to serve Interests alien to our own. It Is 
possible to deal with ihose things very 
effectually. I need not suggest the terms 
In which thoy may be dealt with. 

I wish that It could be said that only a 
few men, misled by mlstolcen aonllnients 
nf alleglanco to tho governments under 
which they wore born, had been guilty of 
disturbing the self-possession nnd mlarop- 
roBentlng the temper and principles of 
the country during theao dnvH of terrible 
war, when It would seem that every man 
who was truly an American would In- 
stinctively make It hia duty and his pride 
to keep tho scales of Judgment oven and 
prove himself a partisan of no nation but 
his own. But It cannot. There are sonm 
men. among us, and jnany resident abroad 
who. though born and bred In the Unit- 
ed States and calling themaelves Amer- 
icans, have so forgotten themselves and 
their honor aa citizens as to put Iholr 
passionate uymputhy wllh one or the oth- 
er side In the great Kuropoan conflict 
above their regard for the peace and dig- 
nity of the United States, Thoy also 
preach and practice dhdoyalty. No laws. 
I suppose, con reach corruptions of tho 
mind and heart; but I ahould not speak 
of others without alao speaking of theae 
and expressing the even deeper humilia- 
tion and flcorn which every self-possessoil 
and thoughtfully patriotic American must 
feel when ho thinks of. them nad of the 
discredit they are dally hrlnglng upon ua 
Transportation Problem. 
The transportation problem Is an ex- 
ceedingly serious and preaaing ono In this 
country. There haa from time to time 
of late been reason to fear that our rail- 
roads would not much longer be ablo to 
.cope with It fluccesafully na at present 
equipped und co-ordinated. I suggest 
that it would bo wlao to provide for a 
commission of Inquiry to ascertain by a 
thorough canvass of tho ;whole question 
whether our lawa as at present framed 
and administered are as serviceable aa 
Ihoy might be In the solution of the proh- 
tcm. It Is obviously a problem that lies 
at tho very foundation of our efllcloncy 
aa a people. Such an Inquiry ought to 
draw out uvcry circumstance and opinion 
worth conaldorlng and wo need to know 
all aldca of the matter If wo moan to 
do anything In the field of federal legisla- 
tion. 

Tor what \\'e are seeking now, what In 
my mind Is tho single thought of this 
message. Is national cmdeticy and ae- 
curlty. Wo aerve a great nation. Wo 
should servo It In the spirit of Its peculiar 
genius. It la tho genius of common men 
for self-governmoni, lndustry,Njuatlce, lib- 
erty and peace. Wo should see to It that 
It lacks no Instrument, no fnclfjiy or vigor 
nf taw. to make It suinciont to T>lay Its 
part with energy, safety., and asaured 
success. In thla we are no partisans but 
horalds and prophets of a new.'age. 

heart. Without them wo should bo 
lonosomo.ln a crowd, and somotlmcs 
Bhould feel aa If wo had been aban- 
doned, though surrounded by our own 
houaehold nnd loved ones. Old 
frionda, in briof, have a niche nil their 
own, a position In our affections pe- 
culiar tinly to them, which no alien in- 
fluence may approach. — = Pittsburgh 
Gazoito-Timos. 
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WITH THE FLOWERS 

By E. VAN BENTHUYSEN. 

Don't bo too anxious to sow flower 
seeds for next summer's growth until 
you havo studied what you want to 
havo In your garden and how you are' 
to obtain the best results. 

If you contemplate having a flower 
garden next summer, see to it tliat you 
reserve a place for some of tho old- 
fashioned flowers. Oftentimes- a bou- 
quet of theae will bring more tender 
memories to your friends and awaken 
more of their gratitude for you than 
any amount of the newer varieties. 

February Is a good month In which 
to start the cutting of goranluraa and 
verbenas. Cuttings of verbenas start- 
ed now will root In about ten days. 

Always remember that tall plants, 
Itko hollyhocks, castor beans, sunflow- 
ora and cosmos aro beat for hack- 
grounds. 

Protecting plants from cold drafts 
about windows Is a matter of much Im- 
portance. In case of severe winter 
weather a certain amount of cold can 
be warded off by placing over them 
cones made of paper. 

Plants win seldom do well where 
gas and dust abound. Proper regula- 
tion of the heating apparatus will gen- 
erally eliminate the former and regu- 
lar spraying or sponging of tho foliage 
of the latter. 

In doing this the under sido of^o 
leaves should ho looked after, for ffiB^a 
there that insects flrat mako their ap- 
pearance and unless checked by apray- 
ing thoy will aoon spread. 

Such house plants aa geraniums, be- 
gonias, petunias, azaleas, fuchsias, he- 
liotropes, snapdragons and tho like do 
beat if not watered too often during 
the winter. But when It is done the 
soil should bo thoroughly soaked, and 
tho temperature of the room kept a 
little higher for a few hours there- 
after. 

Tho best time to water theao la in 
the morning and on a sunny day. 

For starting early flowers, sow tho 
seed In shallow boxes and plan to 
transplant the plants at least twice be- 
fore thoy are placed In tho open 
ground. In order to havo them do well 
It la also essential to put them where 
tho temepraturo la lower after each 
transplanting. In this way they will 
bo "hardened off" and ipade more 
ready for setting out In the open 
ground. 

Conaldorlng the small amount of 
care it requires, there la no flower 
more aatlsfactory and beautiful than 
tho dahlia. 

Such hardy bulbs as hyacinths, tu- 
lips, lilies, crown Imporlala, phlox 
Irises and tho like do bettor, na a rule, 
It allowed to remain undisturbed In 
tho ground for yeara. 

If you have any cold-frame plants, 
BUch aa violets, rosea and carnatlona, 
don't fail to cxposo them more and 
moro to air tor gradual hardening otf 
before planting. 

Try growing geraniums this year. 
Next to caunas, they will give more 
satlafnctiou for tho trouble expended 
than almost any other flower mention- 
able. Bo sure to get those, however, 
Adapted for growing in beds. 

When your Easter lilies get through 
blooming water thein until tho loaves 
begin to fade, then withold water un- 
til the tops die, ^yhen that occurs you 
can put tho pots In the cellar and leave 
them there until autumn.. 

Gladiolus bulblcts will blossom a 
year earlier it peeled beforo planting. 
Being dry. the husk requires a long 
time to soak up so the now growOi con 
penetrate It, but If it is removed 
gro\vth starts at onco. 

For a perpetual delight all summer 
( ■ 



few vlnc^ are better to grow than the 
Madeira and the Columbian climber. 

Their foliage is of a very rich, 
gloasy green, and tho delicate white 
flowers, lor rich cluatcrs, of the Ua- 
deira vin'o are not only abundant, but 
dollcioualy fragrant. Both vines are 
easy to grow, and in a fairly good soil 
will attain a height of 20 or 25 feet. 

Although the asparagus sprengeri 
produces' only tiny flowers. Its foliage 
Is BO glorious, so green and restful to 
tho eye, that It is a plant much to be 
desired. Not requiring a great amount 
of sun, lit can bo placed back of other 
plants and, if somewhat abovo them 
Its rich beauty will act as a charming 
foil. 

It la doubtful if there is any other 
one thiriig in the culture of houao 
plants so little understood as. tho 
proper aipplication of moisture. ' 

Generally, tho best way to determine 
when a plant needs water la to take a 
pinch of the soil and rub it between 
the thumb and first finger. If dry 
enough to become powdery, water 
should b© applied; but if It. is still so 
damp asUo hold between tho fingers, 
no more water will bo needed for a 
time, Lllica, of course, are an excep- 
tion to this rule, and in fact, almost 
all kinds! of bulbs. 

Panslefs are a desirable flower to 
have, and a five-cent package will bo 
sufliclcntl for one ordinarily to grow. 
They want to be started indoors in 
a box full of rich soil, and kept in a 
allghtly-flhaded place. 

The dirt ahould be damp all the 
time, to insuro which it needs frcqucpt 
watering,! and when the pansles are 
planted out It is better on this account' 
to have the bed on the north side of 
tho housti. 

There If given a little care, they can 
bo made llo bloom till frost comes in 
tho fall.
